MORE CAPTURES! 

We are indebted to the politeness of Mr. 
Thomas, Purser of the Hornet, for the fol- 
lowing memorandum : 

“ Arrived, the United States’ ship Hornet 
Captain Henley, from a cruize, bringing in 
the armed brig Centinella. This vessel, to- 
gether with; the slave brigantine Pensce, 
(which parted company three days sincey) 
are ordered here for attjudication. They 
were taken by the Hornet off Cumberland 
Harbour, (south side of Cuba.) The Centi- 
nella, under Venezuclian colors, but com- 
manded by Capt. Bradford, a citizen of the 
United States, had some days previously 
captured the Pensce, under French colors, 
with 249 slaves on board, and was negotiat- 
ing for a sale for them on the coast of Cuba. 

The Hornet also captured off the West 
end of St. Dominjo, (and dispatched for 
Norfolk) the armed schr. Moscow, with 23 
men ; being found cruising without papers. 
(Information was afterwards had at St. Ja- 
go, of her having committed piracy on an 
English brig laying at Cumberland harbor.) 

The Hornet, with her prize, the Centi- 
nella, came into our bay en the 30th ult.— 
officers and crew all well. All our judicial 
tribunals, denying cognizance of the case, 
the Centinella has been ordered for New- 
Orleans, for acjudication, us will be also the 
slave ship Pensec, if fullen in with—she 
not having been heard from since she 
parted company,.— Floridian.

The following confirmatien of the important ru- 
mours from Lima, kc. (says the Connecticut Her. 
ald of the Ist inst.) has been furnished us by Don 
David C. De Forest, Consul General of the Repub. 
lic of Buenos Ayres, resident in this city : 

“New-Haves, Dec. 29, 1821. 

“ Gentlemen—I have just received, (for- 
warded to me from Buenos Ayres,) No. 1, 
of the Government Gazette, of Lima, pub- 
lished after the entry of Gen. San Martin, 
with the Liberating Army, giving a detail- 
ed account of the proceedings of the people 
of that city of Kings, by which it appears, 
that a great’*nomber of the most respectable 
citizens, ineluding some gight or ten noble- 
men of great wealth, and the Arch Bishop, 
had assembled in Congress, as Representa- 
tives of the city aad province, and declared 
for absolute Independence. 

“T have also received, (published in the 
Gazettes of Buenos Ayres,) the official 
communications from Gen. San Martin, to 
the chief magistrat s of Buenos Ayres,) and 
Chili, informing them that the Liberating 
Army, under his command, entered the 
capital of Pefu on the toth of July; that 
the Vice Koy, with the European troops, 
had previously retired in the direction of 
the mountain, and were followed by his ca- 
valry and light troops ; and that the Castle 
of Callao, (the tort, a few miles from Lima.) 
was held by about 800 0! the enemy’s troops, 
was closely besicyed by land and water; and 
was expected to surrender in a few days. 

“ The reports respecting the state of 
things in Peru, being now confirmed, there 
does not remain a doubt in my mind, but all 
the Spanish part of this vast continent, from 
the southern boundary of the U. States to 
Cape Horn, being at this time ander the 
controul of its native inhabitants.

Captain Kennard, of the ship Maria Tuf- 
ton, has favored us with Babia papers to 
the 4th ult. and with the following verbal 
intelligences 

On Saturday, Nov. 3d, there arose a dis- 
turbance at St. Salvador, between the Eu- 
ropean and Brazillian Portuguese ; the lat- 
ter being dissatisfied with the present ad- 
ministration, had made an attempt to force 
out of office the governor and all his adhe- 
rents, but owing to «Hsorder and bad ima- 
nagement (though in sufficient force to 
have carried thei point) they suffered ee- 
veral of their leaders to be made prisoners, 
who were confined on board a frigate to be 
sent to Lisbon. The Brazillians still held 
possession of the most lormidable fortifica- 
tion on the Bay on the 8th, and threatened 
ifthe friyate was pot under way, that they 
would sink her. All business was sus- 
pended from the 3d to the 8th, im conse- 
quence, 

The Maria Tufton was detained several 
days awaving the signatures of men who 
had fled from their offices. The uvopean 
inhabitants were so panic struck when the 
alarm was first given that they fled an 
every direction. Several who could wot 
readily find boats to put them on board the 
shipping plunged into the Bay. ‘Whe alarm 
had so far subsided on the 8th, that the cus- 
tom house was open. There were but two 
or three lives lost during the disturbance. 
The Brazillians were still holding out, and 
it was supposed that they expected aid from 
the gdjacent coyntry.
